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Undeclared ‘Hot War’ Becomes Reality 


Member Associated Press 
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Housing For The Retired 


Throughout the United States, spedal 
housing for retired workers has been pro­ 
vided for many years, especially In the 
Southern states where a balmy climate 
has attracted the older people with time 
on their hands. 
East Liverpool, a city of generally slow 
growth in the past 50 years, has not had a 
planned, modern home construction pro­ 
gram, either for new families or the re­ 
tired. 
The 1960 census revealed the city’s 
housing was older than the state and 
national standards and that the city had 
a larger proportion of people over 65 than 
the state and nation. 
Plans of the International Brotherhood 
of Operative Potters to assist in the estab­ 
lishment of a retired housing project in 
this area are welcomed not only by older 


men and women seeking low cost, modern 
apartments. 
This project — which would be operated 
by Four Freedoms, Inc., a national non­ 
profit organization — would greatly add to 
East Liverpool’s general development. 
The city would provide for these re­ 
tirees, shopping, cultural and recreation 
facilities, along with one thing Florida 
and California cannot offer — the familiar 
faces and longtime friendships cultivated 
over the years. 
The pottery union has demonstrated 
foresight, concern for its older members 
and an interest in community progress in 
undertaking this housing proposal and by 
backing it with a pledge of $50,000. 
Fulfillment of this plan would be a maj­ 
or advance for the area, and warrants 
support from every forward-looking citi­ 
zen. 


Consider All The Sources 


Hearings by the House Judiciary Com­ 
mittee on a proposed amendment to per­ 
mit prayers and Bible readings in public 
schools have revealed many things to 
members of the House listening with open 
minds. 
They have revealed die painfully deep 
sincerity of many witnesses concerned 
lest the religious orientation of this Re­ 
public be lost sight of in barren debates 
about the legality of religious exercises 
In public schools. 
Congressmen who may have lost sight 
of this powerful undercurrent of convic­ 
tion about the reliance of American cul­ 
ture on the faith of the Founding Fathers 
have been made aware of it as never 
before. 


BUT THERE ALSO have been harsh 
reminders of an unholy alliance between 
religionists and constitutional divisionists. 
A large part of the force and money 
behind the move to set aside the First 
Amendment to the Constitution, which pro­ 
hibit official acts concerning private re­ 
ligious beliefs, is coming from sources 
using a religious issue to attack the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 
These people have tried to make it ap­ 
pear that the Supreme Court has ruled 
against religion—a misrepresentation the 
court took special pains to knock down 
when It issued its ruling. 
The court is trying to uphold religion 
as an individual right—to save it from 
factions that seek to force official beliefs 
on masses of children. 


Those carrying on this misrepresenta­ 
tion are foes of the Supreme Court, trying 
to hurt it with the supersensitive issue of 
religious freedom. 


CONGRESSMEN need to consider all 
the sources of the testimony, telegrams 
and letters they are receiving. 
If they separate religionists from foes 
of the U.S. Supreme Court, they will make 
the right decision—to uphold the individual 
right of free U.S. citizens to worship as 
they please and block the plot to discredit 
the Supreme Court by misrepresenting its 
decisions on this sensitive issue of Ameri­ 
can freedom.

The 
executive has occasionally used 
military forces

proportions, the chief execu­ 
tives asks Congress for specific 
authority. 
Today the administration is 
requesting more money under 
the foreign aid program to as­ 
sist in achieving its objectives 
in Viet Nam, but the purpose 
in reality is to help fight a 
war. 
Perhaps even more striking is 
the lack of explanation from 
the administration as to why 
American forces are in Viet 
Nam. More than 200 American 
lives have been lost there. The 
secretary of defense and the 
chief of the U.S. Joint Chiefs of 
Staff periodically visit the South 
Viet Nam battle zones, but still 
there is a hesitancy not only to 
declare a state of war official­ 
ly but also to tell the American 
people just who is doing the 


fighting 
against 
the 
United 
States. 


THE ASSUMPTION is that it 
is a “local war.” But certain­ 
ly the arms and ammunition 
and supervisory military offi­ 
cers for the North Vietnamese 
are being provided from out­ 
side Viet Nam. 
On top of the Viet Nam sit­ 
uation, now comes an attack 
upon the government in Laos 
by the Communist forces. In 
fact, the whole of Southeast 
Asia appears to be crumbling 
under the pressure of the Com­ 
munists. 
One American military man 
says that originally the Rus­ 
sians were supplying most of 
the military and financial aid 
to Southeast Asia, but that la­ 
ter on they turned the task over 
to the Red Chinese. If the Pek­ 
ing government is responsible 


for the war, surely the Ameri­ 
can people ought to be told. 
There are, moreover, areas in 
which the Red Chinese inter­ 
ests could be made the target 
for some kind of counteroffen­ 
sive which would assist the 
cause of South Viet Nam. There 
is, for example, an army of Na­ 
tionalist Chinese on Formosa, 
many of whom would gladly 
enter the war in Southeast Asia 
if the United States furnished 
arms and supplies. 
Certainly the United States is 
not using all its facilities—^in­ 
cluding a trade embargo by 
Western Powers — in the bat­ 
tle against the Red Chinese in 
Viet Nam and Laos. 


THE UNITED STATES faces 
a serious situation also in Thai­ 
land, which is supposed to be 
protected 
against Communist 
invasion as a consequence of

Strategy Issue Burns

BONN — A fire in Eastern 
Europe, which can burst into 
flame sooner than outsiders be­ 
lieve, has some key American 
foreign policy strategists locked 
in a fierce dialogue. 
The hot pursuit in Washington 
of a working accommodation 
with the Russians has lined 
these thinkers into a new set 
of hawks and doves. 
One such radical observation, 
bound to elicit puffs of angry 
smoke here, centered around 
the ramshackle Red regime in 
East Germany. If the sordid 
rule of Communist proconsul 
Walter Ulbricht collapsed, went 
the question put to officials in 
Washington, what should the 
American government do? 
Under the circumstances — 
meaning the quest for so-called 
Moscow — we should help Sov­ 
iet Premier Khrushchev. 


THIS WAS the grave and con­ 
sidered reply of an experienced 
foreign policy strategist. His 
argument, which more or less 
broke up that day’s meeting, 
was predicated on the adminis­ 
tration's impatient quest for ac­ 
commodation with the Soviet 
Union. 
The unprecedented proposal 
to give aid to Khrushchev did 
not get into further details. But 
the main outline of this type 
of assessment puts a crimp in 
present-day officials U.S. think­ 
ing on all Eastern European na­ 
tions. 
The grisly imagery of revolt 
and savage Soviet repression 
nearly IO years ago preoccu­ 
pies these policy architects. 
They see the Communist sys­ 
tem in East Germany rotting 
before them, public demonstra­ 
tions against the regimes in 
both Czechoslovakia and Bul­ 


garia riddling the status quo 
and a revived intellectuals’ re­ 
vulsion menacing the “liberal” 
regime in Poland. 


THE POLISH upheave! of Oc­ 
tober, 
1956, followed by the 
spontaneous revolt in Hungary, 
proved those thinkers and plan­ 
ners were all wrong. They are 
chary of repeating anything ab­ 
solute today. At the same time, 
the relentless quest for arrange­ 
ments with Khrushchev domi­ 
nates their ideas and clouds up 
much thought. 
The street demonstration in 
the heart of Prague recently 
was a big development that the 
hawks seized upon to argue 
their point. 
In 
retaliation, 
the

charged that arrested demon­ 
strators were hoodlums. But 
there were 3,500 on the streets 
at one time. The intellectuals 
boldly took another view.

THAT LAYS it right on the 
line to the regime.

Orthodox Easter mass. 
Church hierarchs there are

In East Germany and in Po­ 
land. restlessness, though not so 
publicly dramatic, has the rul­ 
ing regimes in a stew.

reached in 1962 in Geneva. 
One wonders what the Unit­ 
ed Nations is doing while all 
the fighting is going on in South­ 
east Asia. For a long time the 
United Nations has been repre­ 
sented as the instrumentality 
which can maintain peace in 
local areas. 
The experiment in the Congo 
was acclaimed in many quar­ 
ters as an example of a suc­ 
cessful effort with an interna­ 
tionalized army. The war to re­ 
pel Communist aggression in

But if there were an 
international 
expedition,

unquestionably play its part and 
continue to contribute its share 
of the cost of the war. 
Oddly enough, the whole sub­ 
ject of Southeast Asia has not 
been brought formally before 
the United Nations. Possibly 
this is due to the feeling that 
action in the Security Council 
would be blocked by the Soviet 
government. Even a discussion 
there, however, would be con­ 
structive, because it could mo­ 
bilize world opinion and would 
fix the responsibility for war- 
making clearly on Red China 
and the Soviet government. 
Although the war in Southeast 
Asia appears at the moment to 
be local, it could spread. The 
charter of the United Nations 
declares, in effect, that it is 
the function of that organiza­ 
tion to intervene in any situa­ 
tion that might develop into a 
larger war. The problem in 
Southeast Asia has not been 
tackled effectively by the U.N , 
and hence this country is bear­ 
ing the burden of a “hot war” 
against Red China.

Contest Takes New Turn 


PHILADELPHIA 
- State 
Supreme Court J u s t i c e Mi­ 
chael A. Miismanno or Secre­ 
tary of Internal Affairs Gene­ 
vieve Blatt may be asked to 
withdraw as the Democratic 
candidate for U.S. senator, no 
matter which one wins the close 
battle for toe nomination, the 
Philadelphia Inquirier reported 
Tuesday tonight. 
“That was* indicated T u e s ­ 
day by Democratic leaders as 
the battle of votes between Mus- 
manno and Miss Blatt remained 
unresolved in their heated race 
to oppose U. S. Sen. Hugh Scott, 
Philadelphia Republican, t h e 
GOP nominee for a new six- 
year term,” the Inquirier said. 
The Inquirer quoted Francis 
R. Smith, Philadelphia Demo­ 
cratic chairman, as saying that 
if Musmanno becomes the par­ 
ty nominee tor senator, Smith 
would sit down with the justice 
to explore the possibility of his 
retiring in favor of a compro­ 
mise choice to be selected by 
the Democratic state commit­ 
tee. 
Smith and the Democratic or­ 
ganization supported Musman­ 
no. 
The Inquirer said “reports 
were also current in the Blatt 
camp that some of her support­ 
ers may ask her to withdraw if 
nominated so (die state commit­ 
tee could select her successor.” 
A decision on 
withdrawal 
would have to be made by Aug. 
IO. A successor would have to 
be chosen by Aug. 20 to have 
their name placed on the Nov. 
3 ballot. 
“Impartial observers of Penn­ 
sylvania’s political scene are of 
the opinion that, regardless of 
who wins, the nomination won’t 
be worth a plug nickel in view 
of the bitterness resulting from 


their battle before and after the 
primary balloting,” the Inquirer 
said. 
The Inquirer quoted Musman­ 
no as saying: 
“I am not talking about any­ 
thing at this point.” 
The newspaper quoted Miss 
Blatt as saying: 
“If I win the nomination, I 
will have won it. Nobody has 
asked me to withdraw. My ac­ 
tion would depend upon the cir­ 
cumstances at that time.” 
The Inquirer said that former 
Governors David L. Lawrence 
and George M. Leader a n d 
State Sen. Robert P. Casey were 
mentioned as possible compro­ 
mise choices if the nominee 
withdraws.

Survivors Of Ship Disaster 
Arrive At Port In California 


By JOHN LENGEL 
LONG BEACH, Calif. (A P)- 
“Qh, God, I love you, honey. 
I’m glad you’re safe.” 
At this greeting, Bandi Schjel- 
drup fell into the embrace of 
her aunt Josephine after the 
nightmarish burning of a ship 
at sea, in which one died and 
nine others were missing. 
Mrs. Schjeldrup, 29, her three 
small children and her hus­ 
band, Sindre, were among 45 
survivors from the Norwegian! 
freighter Sand anger, on which 
Schjeldrup was chief engineer.* 
The 45 arrived here Tuesday, 
night aboard their rescue ship, 
the German freighter Boden-1 
stein. 
The Bodenstein raced to aid 
the stricken Sandanger in the 
predawn hours Monday, less 
than an hour after the Sandan­ 
ger was ripped by an explosion 
that ignited her cargo of baled 
cotton and wood pulp. The Bo- 
denstein's crew plucked the sur­ 
vivors from liferafts near the 
burning ship. 
As the rescue ship eased into 
port, the Sandanger was report­ 
ed listing and sinking, still 
ablaze, 20 miles off the coast 
of Baja California, Mexico, 450 
miles south of Long Beach. 
Unknown was the fate of the 
ship’s captain, John Kellmer, 
two stewardesses and six Cali­ 
fornia passengers. The body of 
one woman passenger, tenta­ 
tively identified as Juanita M. 
Benoy, 57, Alamo, Calif., was 
pulled from the sea by a Japan­ 
ese ship, the Boston Maru. 
Repeated explosions and the 


intense heat from flames have 
held up attempts to board the 
Sandanger to search for the 
nine missing.

Ton Must Exercise For Shapely Thighs 


Summer will soon be here. In 
brief, 
lovely nothings called j 
swim suits the thighs are out1 
on a limb. There is no place to: 
hide disfigur­ 
ing 
hollows, 
along the in­ 
ner borders or 
bulges t h a t 
mar the outer 
boundaries of 
the thighline. 
Flabby mus­ 
culature is to 
blame 
f o r 
both 
hollows 
Ra** 
and bulges. With calisthenics, 
plus isometric contraction, you 
can tone the thigh muscles by 
the 4th of July. Come on. . .

In calisthenics, the repetition 
of an exercise is slimming. The 
holding action, which brings 
into play the principle of isome­ 
tric contraction, speeds up the 
toning process. On the l a s t 
swing of the following thigh ex­ 
ercise, h-o-l-d the contraction to 
a slow count (rf six, or for a per­ 
iod of a full six seconds. 


POSITION: Lying on r i g h t 
side, head pillowed on r i g h t 
arm, left hand braced on floor 
in front of chest, legs stretched 
down straight. Left leg on top 
of right. 
Action: Raise top leg about 
two feet, and pull toes forcibly 
toward instep so as to contract 
with leg muscles. Move upper 
leg in wide circles from the hip, 
circle six times in one direc­ 
tion, and on the last count. . . 
h-o-l-d, with muscles strongly 
contracted. Circle six times in 
opposite direction and a g a i n 


h-o-l-d. Change sides, and cir­ 
cle with other leg. 
Toning is more effective when 
the muscle contraction is held 
against an immovable object. 
So, use a hassock or foot stool 
for the second exercise. 
Position: Same as above, 
lying on right side. This time 
have head off the floor and 
weight partly supported on right 
forearm with palm of right hand 
braced on floor. The side of the 
right foot is resting on hassock! 
. . .left leg and foot on the 
floor. 
Action: First, press i n n e r 
border of right foot forcibly | 
against hassock, holding to a 
slow count of six. Count this 
way. . .one, hold; two, hold; 
on up to six. Relax. 


TO PROGRESS, raise l e f t 
foot and leg up to meet the 
foot on the hassock. . .lifting 
hips off the floor. Again, h-o-l-d 
to a slow count of six. Relax, 
change sides and repeat this 
routine, using the left leg. 
Do this routine every day, al­ 
ways holding this muscle con­ 
traction to aa to apply the prin- j 
ciple of isometric toning. In 
five days you will see some im­ 
provement, and in three weeks 
there should be a noticeable dif­ 
ference.

Pearson Pushes Plans 
On New Canadian Flag 


OTTAWA, 
Canada 
(A P I- 
Prime Minister Lester B. Pear­ 
son's Liberal government is go­ 
ing to survive or fall soon on 
its proposal to give Canada a 
new maple leaf flag as part of; 
its program to end the separat­ 
ist movement in French-speak­ 
ing Canada. 
Pearson told the House of 
Commons Tuesday 
night 
he 
soon would have a Cabinet de­ 
cision on the new flag's design 
to submit to the House and 
would stand on it as a matter 
of policy. 
“ I would make it quite clear," 
said Pearson, "that when the 
government submits to Parlia­ 
ment a matter of policy—and 
this is certainly a matter of pol­ 
icy—the government must stand 
or fall on the result of the de­ 
cision of the House." 
If former 
Prime 
Minister 
John Diefenbaker's Conserva­ 
tives or other opposition parties 
oppose the new flag, he said, 
they could make the issue one 
of confidence. If the govern­ 
ment loses a confidence vote, it 
must resign and new national 
elections must be held. 
Pearson’* 13-month-old gov­ 
ernment lacks a majority in 


Commons but has not last a con­ 
fidence vote yet. 
Pearson also said he hoped 
"0 Canada" could be declared 
the official national anthem at 
this session of Parliament. A 
member of the British Common­ 
wealth. Canada has used "God 
Save the Queen" since it be­ 
came a dominion in 1867. 
Opposition to a new flag is 
spearheaded by the Royal Cana­ 
dian Legion of war veterans, 
whose national convention booed 
Pearson in Winnipeg last week­ 
end when he announced he was 
going ahead with his proposal. 
The legion planned a barrage 
of telegrams to every member 
of Commons demanding that 
Canada's 
battle-honored 
Red 
Ensign be retained. 
The present flag, with the 
British Union Jack occupying 
the upper left quadrant of a red 
field, is unpopular in French- 
oriented Quebec. Under consid­ 
eration are three designs for a 
flag featuring a maple leaf, tra­ 
ditional symbol of Canada. 
The separatist movement in 
Quebec and other French-speak­ 
ing sections (rf Canada has 
raised the threat that Canada 
will split apart. The separatists 
complain that French Canadi­ 
ans are discriminated against. 
Patients In Ohio Hospitals 
For Mentally 111 Seen Less 


COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP)-The 
patient population of the state's 
hospitals for the mentally ill 
and retarded is running about 
a thousand less than a year ago, 
officials say. 
At the end ef the first three 
months of this year, the Depart­ 
ment of Mental Hygiene and 
Correction 
says, 
the 
patient 
total was 32,338. That compares 
with 33,089 a year earlier. 
At the end of 1963, it was 
at the close of 1962. And last 
September—after the first three 
months of the bookkeeping year 
—it was 32,408, against 33,435 
at the same time in 1962. 
Fred M. Case, department 
public relations officer, said the 
all-time high patient population 
in Ohio’s state hospitals was 
36,331 at the end of June 1959. 


Petition To Reopen 
Rail Hearing Snubbed 
COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - A 
petition to reopen hearings on 
the New York Central Railroad's 
proposal to discontinue passen­ 
ger train No. 329, from Cleve­ 
land to Cincinnati, has been 
turned down. 
The Public Utilities Commis­ 
sion rejected the petition Tues­ 
day saying it was premature. 
A commission attorney-exam- 
iner recommeded that the rail­ 
road be allowed to discontinue 
the train service. The railroad 
says it is losing money and 
passengers. 
The commission gave inter­ 
ested parties until June 2 to 
challenge the recommendation. 


With the exception of occasional 
upsurges, it has been dropping 
steadily since, Case said.

Case pointed out also that the 
admission rate has been rising, 
from 10,341 a decade ago to 
more than 17,000 annually now.

lf your child has a scar on

the guest is likely to go on talk­ 
ing about Marie's tallness or 
Gerald's bashfulness. 


EVEN IF NEITHER parent 
introduces

ent. too. Often unmarried or 
childless relatives are mor e 
considerate of children.

I wrote her to assure her I 
agreed with her and to com­ 
mend her for her insight and 
compassion. But » told her that 
it is not easy for one to cor­ 
rect faults in relatives. 
Some parents begin while the 
child is very young to talk 
about him in the presence of 
other adults, as if he were a 
toy or pet. For a while he may 
like it, especially when they 
brag about some act or saying 
of his they think smart. T h i s 
miv hrinff h’m attention and 


whet his appetite for m o r e. 
Soon he may become offensive 
to other adults who begin to 
ignore him or indicate they dis* 
like him. 


EVEN THE young child with 
some physical handicap may 
like to hear his parents and 
guests talk about it. But all too 
soon there comes a time when 
their remarks make him more 
self - conscious and less ready 
to accept the handicap. 
It’s the teen-ager who may 
suffer most, especially w h e r e 
there s talk about some person­ 
al traits or experiences. 
It's not so much talking about 
.specific instances that bothers 
the adolescent. But the practice 
symbolizes an attitude by his 
parents and their friends that 
they don’t consider him a per­ 
son but a mere object of their 
selfish curiosity. 
Often he must wonder what 
his parents say about him when 
he is not present — at their 
club, at their church meeting, 
or cocktail party. 
Suppose he discovers through 
his pals that his mother, at a 
panel discussion led by a "child 
expert," cited him in great de­ 
tail as a problem child! 
A simple rule should guide 
most of us as parents in these 
matters. We should make sure 
we talk about our child in his 
presence or absence with as 
great consideration and self-re­ 
straint as we would talk about 
our most cherished and culti­ 
vated adult friend.

Stagecoach Ride Marks South Dakota Anniversary

LUSK, Wyo. (AP) - Every­ 
body should take a stagecoach 
trip—once. 
This writer is in the midst of 
a 450-mile trip from Denver to 
Deadwood, S.D., with a cargo 
of 10,000 silver dollars. 
The journey is in observance 
of South Dakota’s 75th anniver­ 
sary of statehood. 
Sometimes I ride “shotgun” 
tm the coach. Most of die time 
I bounce from one end of the 
saddle to the other while atop 
a homesick horse, and lots of 
times I just get down and walk. 
If my bounces had been 
straightened out, I’d be in Dead­ 
wood by now. 
There’s absolutely nothing on 
this crusty old planet that can 
compare with stagecoaching. 
I have a new respect for the 
old-timers who had no trans­ 
portation other than springless 
stages md stiff-necked steeds. 
To maintain the calloused 
posteriors so necessary to with­ 
stand the impact of seat on sad­ 
dle, they probably slid down old 
coal chutes on their days off. 
Now I know why cowboys al­ 
ways stand up at the bar when 
having a shot of redeye; they’ve 
lost the feel of things. They 
could unknowingly slide off a 
•tool, drop three feet to Ute 
floor, and never realize the jolt 
was physical, not internal. 
To take a writer—who’s so 
out of shape he puffs while 
shampooing—and put him on a 
34-day journey such as this is 
almost as bad as being with 
Custer when he had all that 
trouble. 
Riding on the stagecoach isn't 
too bad, if you don’t mind look

Barry Goldwater’s 
political philosophy as “respon­ 
sible Republicanism 
The New York governor, with 
the campaign field all to him­ 
self, stepped up his attacks on 
his lone opponent in Califor­ 
nia’s presidential primary — 
test he said could make or break 
their battle for the nomination. 
“This is it, in my opinion,” he 
said of the June 2 election in a 
radio program Tuesday 
Earlier he said that if Coldwa­ 
ter wins the race for Cali­ 
fornia’s 86 delegate votes it 
might put him over the 655 need­ 
ed for the nomination at the Re­ 
publican National Convention in 
July. 
But, he added, if Coldwater 
doesn’t cinch it on the first bal­ 
lot “ then he won’t get it at all. 
The Arizona senator expects to 
go into the San Francisco con­ 
vention with more than 500 dele­ 
gates. Rockefeller has 28, but is 
counting on all of New York’s 
92. 
Coldwater headed back to 
Washington Monday and doesn’t 
plan to return until next Mon­ 
day. Rockefeller has scheduled 
four days of codesigning this 
week and five more next week 
Opening his final swing in 
Southern California, Rockefeller 
repeatedly singled out instances 
where he said Coldwater dif­ 
fered with former President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower and other 
“ responsible” party leaders

Q U EST IO N : How can snakes m o ve along? 
★ 
★ 
★ 
ANSWER: For animals without legs or feet, snakes move 
along the ground amazingly well. They have a very long 
backbone, composed of about 300 small bones or vertebrae 
(compared with the 33 or 34 of a man.) These act like links 
in a chain, making the snake’s body extremely flexible. He 
moves his body by throwing out a series of sideways loops 
or waves. As his body slides past the waves, it pushes back 
against the rough surface of the ground (shown by arrows 
in picture.) This backward push shoves the snake’s body for­ 
ward. 
If you don’t understand how this works, study the draw­ 
ing of walking children. Notice that each one is pushing back 
with one foot, while the other reaches ahead—the same basic 
principle. 
Snakes can move in still another way. Each vertebra of 
a snake's skeleton has a pair of ribs attached to it, and these 
ire movable. Each rib pair operates one of a set of overlap­ 
ping scales under the snake’s body. These can reach for­ 
ward in waves, grip with the scales and pull back. This 
method may be used on smooth ground, or combined with 
the first system, so that a snake can get almost anywhere 
there is enough roughness to give him some grip.
